These would elim­ 
inate 5 million poor people from-the 
tax rolls and cut taxes for an additional 
7 million low-income taxpayers. In effect,

It was the second day that the trial of 
eight men accused of conspiring to incite 
riots during the Democratic

By WALTER WHITEHEAD 
SAIGON (UPI)-The number 
of U.S. combat deaths jumped 
sharply last week, pushing the 
toll atwve the 100 for the first 
time in more than a month, the 
American command said today. 
A total of 102 GIs were killed,

STOCKHOLM (UPI) - The 
1969 Nobel Prize for Physics 
was awarded today to Prof. 
Murray Gell-Mann, 40, of the 
California Institute of Techno­ 
logy. The Chemistry Prize went 
jointly to Prof. Derek H.R. 
Barton of Britain and Prof. Odd 
Hassel of Norway. 
Today’s two 
prizes, 
each 
worth $72,400, were the last of 
the six 1969 Nobel Prizes to be 
awarded. Gell-Mann was the 
28th American to win a Nobel 
possible in a given field. The 
Medicine Prize this year was 
shared by three Americans. 
Gell-Mann, a native of New 
York City, was cited by the 
Royal 
Swedish 
Academy 
of 
Sciences for "his contributions 
and discoveries concerning the 
classification 
of elementary 
particles and their Interaction. 
Among these was the quark, 
the sm allest known particle. 
Barton, 51, of the Imperial 
College of Science and Technol­ 
ogy in London, and Hassel of 
the University ofOslo, were cit­ 
ed for "their work to develop 
and apply the concept of con­ 
formation in chemistry.” Con­ 
formation concerns the way in 
which the atoms of a molecule 
are linked together. 
"I have been working on par­ 
ticles classification for many 
years,” Gell-Mann said today at 
his home in Pasadena, Calif. 
"I’ve been trying to bring some 
order into this data. A great 
many particle states have been 
discovered and what I worked 
on was an attempt to classify 
them into families and try to 
understand the relationship to 
one another. 
"For example, some other 
people and I were able to show 
that the proton and neutron, 
which were recognized to be a 
family of two, really belong to 
a large superfamily .. and the 
same 
with many other par­ 
ticles.” 
Five years ago Gell-Mann 
evolved a theory concerning the 
s m a l l e s t particle in the 
universe, the so-called quark. 
His 
theory 
appeared 
to be 
verified 
this 
year when an 
Australian 
scientist. 
Prof. 
Charles 
McCusker 
of 
the 
University 
of 
Sydney, 
an­ 
nounced he believed he had 
isolated the quark. 
Gell-Mann, who has been in 
research since he was 25, made 
a new discovery of far-reaching 
Importance in 1961. He found 
that a mathematical symmetry 
principle, known to scientists as 
SU (3), could be a llie d in 
elementary 
particle physics. 
From this theory he found he 
could predict the existence of 
new unknown particles. This led 
to discovery of a particle called 
the Omega. 
The discoveries were another 
of man’s struggle to unlock the 
secrets of the universe. 
The 
work 
of 
Barton and 
Hassel overlapped. 
Barton, who won his doctor­ 
ate at the Imperial College in 
1942, spent several periods in 
the United States as a visiting 
professor at Harvard Universi­ 
ty 
and 
the 
Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT).

Franco, 76, gave up none of 
the strongman authority he has 
held for 30 years.He is still 
president and chief of state.

shakeup was another 
step in Franco’s efforts to 
prepare 
Spain 
for 
the time 
when he either retires or dies. 
On 
July 
23, Franco named 
Prince Juan Carlos of Borbon, 
31, as his eventual successor, a 
move the Opus Dei approved. 
It was the biggest shuffle in 
the 30 years Franco has ruled 
and came on the 36th anniver­ 
sary of the bounding of the 
Falange.

—(NEA)—They shipped Pla­ 
toon Sgt. Robert D e m g e n 
home early the other after­ 
noon. 
Too early. 
The 27-year-old D e t r o i t 
soldier wasn’t supposed to 
leave for a few weeks. His 
unit, Bravo Company, 1st 
Battalion, 505th Regiment of 
the 82nd Airborne, is one of 
the elements being retired 
from the war—but its pull­ 
back isn’t expected u n t i l 
November. 
Still, 
early. 
The sergeant’s outfit re­ 
ceived word of the with­ 
drawal decision while in the 
field—the field being a tor­ 
tured plain of scrub and ele­ 
phant g r a s s some m i l e s 
north of headquarters. 
The men were e l a t e d . 
Toasts were given with can­ 
teen water and soda pop. 
Dust clouds sprayed from 
the b a c k s being slapped. 
Great smiles split open from 
behind hairy upper lips and 
faces soiled with sweat. 
Sgt. Demgen said it for 
everyone: 
“Just great. God, it’s just 
great.” 
His feelings were under­ 
standable. He had been here 
for seven months. He had a 
wife at home in Michigan. 
And he longed to return to 
the States to get going on a 
normal life.

ago for Americans and more 
than 20 for Vietnamese. 


Such tunnels, some many 
levels deep and stocked with 
supplies, are not only in­ 
geniously constructed, they 
a r e 
ingeniously 
effective. 
Dug beneath the camouflage 
of t h i c k e t , they have en- 
t r a n c e s and peep holes 
which are secreted in irregu­ 
lar patterns over many hun­ 


dreds of yards of terrain. 
When troops probe the tun­ 
nel regions, they can find 
only some of the peep holes. 
They walk by many others. 
In such surroundings, sol­ 
diers are constantly exposed 
to possible sniper fire from 
any direction. 
This was the case with 
Sgt. D e m g e n and Bravo 
Company. They had moved 
above an elaborate tunnel 
network and were assigned 
to outline as much of the 
s y s t e m as possible, then 
blow it.

chips to the “ presidential 
coins” used in a gas station 
give-away game. 


“ When we find replicas 
that could be fraudulently 
passed,” the Secret Service 
says, "we confiscate them. 
And when we find somebody 
passing the replicas, we con­ 
fiscate him—the fine, under 
federal law, is up to $1.000 
and the penalty up to one 
year in jail.” 
But perhaps the biggest 
reason for the decrease in 


slug use is the sophistica­ 
tion of vending machines. 
They have improved to the 
point where most fake coins 
—and even some real ones— 
are snubbed. 
Walter 
R e e d , 
of 
the 
N a t i o n a l Automatic Mer­ 
chandising A s s o c i a t i o n , 
explains: 
“ In the early days of vend­ 
ing machines, there were al­ 
most no slug-rejection sys­ 
tems. 
It was a very big 
problem. Frankly, because 
of the money lost, the vend- 


ing machine business nearly 
died. 
“ But today, all good vend­ 
ing machines are equipped 
with 
advanced 
slug-rejec­ 
tion mechanisms. They test 
the circumference, t h i c k ­ 
ness, solidity and even the 
metallic substance of every 
coin used. 
“ Needless to say, if a coin 
doesn’t measure up— includ­ 
ing sometimes a real coin 
that is bent or mutilated— 
it is rejected. As a result, 
the industry now considers 


slugs just a small nuisance.” 
Despite t h i s optimism, 
however, and despite a gen­ 
eral leveling off of arrests 
and confiscations, the Treas­ 
ury people feel slug-passing 
is still a national pastime. 
Coin laundry owners lose 
considerable s u m s . Auto­ 
matic turnpike toll booths 
suffer. And outfits such as 
Bell Telephone, with 1.3 mil­ 
lion pay booths in its sys­ 
tem, report that losses are 
annually 
in 
the 
“ many 
thousands of dollars range.” 


One agent says: 
“ I don’t s u p p o s e we'll 
ever get to the stage where 
we can stop s l u g s com­ 
pletely. Some of these people 
will go to incredible lengths 
to keep in o p e r a t i o n . 
I 
remember one guy we ar­ 
rested in W i s c o n s i n . To 
avoid prosecution, he turned 
himself into a human piggy- 
bank. 
He 
swallowed 
the 
evidence. And we had to let 
him go.” 
For the moment.

Many 
of them retain their own food 
traditions and native preju­ 
dices. For them to adjust 
suddenly 
to all - American 
recipes and menus is diffi­ 
cult, often impossible. There­ 
fore, persons making the ef­ 
fort to upgrade their nutri­ 
tional habits with donated 
foods must accept this fact 
and make allowances for it 
in planning demonstrations. 
Furthermore, many of the 
underprivileged lack normal 
kitchen equipment, such as 
ovens, 
refrigerators, 
pots 
and pans, etc. Recipes they 
can follow must require a 
minimum of equipment and 
generally be cooked on top 
of the stove. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Food and Nu­ 
trition Service suggests that 
women who enjoy working 
with others volunteer to work 
on food programs to expand 
the use of and benefit from 
donated foods.

That’s how television broad­ 
casters were able to give in­ 
stant information on Monday 
night’s Dallas - New York NFL 
game at the Cotton Bowl, using 
statistical' d a t a 
computed 
through a service provided by 
the Zerox Corporation. 
Called the Zerox Sports An­ 
alyst System, it flashes play-by- 
play analyses to fans at home, 
those in the stands as well as 
to radio, television and writers 
covering games. 
Plans for the initial season 
call for the system to cover a 
total of 13 pro football games 
including 
10 regular season 
games, a conference champion­ 
ship (the NFL eastern title 
game) as well as the NFL cham­ 
pionship and Super Bowl games. 
Play-by-play information is 
computed instantly and flashed 
on television monitors and sta­ 
dium message boards in m illi­ 
seconds to fit the game situ­ 
ation. 
In other words, as soon as an 
official’s hands are raised to 
indicate a touchdown, the mes­ 
sage will read “ X number of 
plays for X number of yards; 
touchdown X number passes 
for X number of yards and X 
number of rushes for X number 
of yards.” It will even indi­ 
cate what the offensive team has 
done in specific situations (sec­ 
ond and nine, for example) on a 
percentage of plays. 
Lightning - fast calculations 
will also produce statistics for 
teams and players on a game 
basis as well as season-to-date 
at the end of the half and after 
the game. 
The system is designated to 
enter the baseball world next 
season, according to the Zerox 
Corporation. And probably will 
be found in the collegiate ranks 
for followers of the major bowl 
games. 
The system, it was reported, 
is in two 40-foot custom-built 
trailers. One unit includes the 
computer, a reproduction cen­ 
ter, television studio and graph­ 
ics board while the other trail­ 
er carries a special 37’ by 15’ 
spectator message board. 
Statistical data on the twq 
teams is fed into the memory 
of the computer prior to the 
start of the game. Play-by-play 
information 
is 
added as the 
game progresses with messag­ 
es being relayed to writers, 
broadcasters andthe game mes­ 
sage board. 
Exploits of gridders on the 
field leave the fans wondering 


just how their favorite player 
is doing at a given moment. 
Through systems such as this, 
they will have it instantly as 
they watch their pro game of 
the week. 
Having been poised over game 
notes with pencil in hand many 
times during the high school 
football season, we can appre­ 
ciate the advent of the comput­ 
er to the world of football. 
Now all we need is a comput­ 
er system for Huyck Stadium 
football!

back spots and at fullback. 
But, Ohio State was already 
steeped in quick and ver­ 
satile backs. At 6-foot and 
>04 pounds, Tatum w asn’t 
big enough to crack either 
the offensive or defensive 
lines and his genuine affec­ 
tion for contact ruled out the 
possibility of stationing him 
in a rem ote cornerback spot. 
So, Hayes concluded, there 
was only one place for Ta­ 
tum to play—linebacker. But 
nobody really noticed Jack 
T a t u m until last October 
when Purdue cam e to Co­ 
lumbus and he was assigned 
the job of keying on Leroy 
Keyes. 
Every tim e Keyes 
got the ball that day, Tatum 
was there to greet him and, 
on occasion, even lofted him 
into the air and slam m ed 
him to the ground for intim i­ 
dation purposes. Ohio State 
won, 13-0, and Keyes was 
held to 19 yards rushing. 
“That gam e,” says Lou 


McCullough, Ohio State’s de­ 
fensive coach who operates 
under the title of defensive 
co-ordinator, “ e s ta b lis h e d 
Jack as one of the best line­ 
backers in college football 
He was only a sophomore at 
the tim e, 19 years old. play­ 
ing in his third game. Since 
then, he’s become the heart 
of the entire defense.’’

MONTICELLO, N. Y. -(NEA) 
—The last stop for the Russian 
National (Olympic) basketball 
team, and their final game of 
an eight-game tour of Ameri­ 
ca, was in the Catskills. At 
first glance it would seem that, 
truly, the Borscht Belt would 
be the last place a gangly bunch 
of Soviets would end up. 
But looking again, particu­ 
larly at Kutsher’s menu, the 
impression is dispelled. Rus­ 
sians are attracted to borscht 
and blitzes like hears to honey. 
The team arrived on a Sun­ 
day night to play a group of 
college players the following 
evening. 
Now the Russians have a repu­ 
tation for being suspicious. And 
when they would go into a hotel 
room in San Diego or Las Ve­ 
gas or Denver, places they 
played, they would sniff about 
for bugging devices. 
On the night they arrived in 
the Catskills, the coach, Alek­ 
sandr Gomelskiy inspected the 
basketball court, squinting and 
screwing his face into a ques­ 
tion mark. Shortly, he lifted 
an eyebrow and asked his tost 
through an interpreter, “Are 
there always so many mosqui­ 
toes?" 
Later that same evening the 
coach asked to see Monday's 
menu. He wanted to be certain 
his players would get enough 
sour cream with their borscht. 
The team had won six of sev­ 
en games (mostly from pickup 
teams and playing international 
rules which were 
quite un­ 
familiar to the opposition) and 
would beat the Kutsher’s team 
easily. 
Coach Gomelskiy, a 
balding, 5-2, vibrant gentleman, 
was on his fifth trip to Amer­ 
ica in 10 years. 
“The other times we made 
playing toqjrs here," he said 
through an interpreter, “we lost 
most of our games. There was 
very much about it in the pap­ 
ers. Now that we are winning, 
we get little notice in the pap­ 
ers. Very suspicious. 
“The Russian people, ¡under­ 
stand, are excited about our suc­ 
cess. Basketball keeps growing 
in popularity there. But chess 
is still most important sport. 
Spassky is maybe the biggest 
hero. ” 
“Spassky?” repeated the re­ 
porter. 
“You don’t know Spassky!” 
exlaimed the coach. “He just 
won the world chess champion­ 
ship again He’s interested in 
our basketball progress, too. 
In fact, we played together at 


the University of Leningrad. We 
are good friends.” 
Has Spassky ever offered the 
coach advice? CoachGomelskiy 
laughed. 
“Who do you think we got our 
pressing defense from?” 
What 
has 
impressed 
him 
about 
American 
basketball? 
First, he thinks Hank Iba is a 
great coach. “One thing,” he 
said, “he always beats us in 
the Olympics. You always feel 
his teams are him — very 
strong.” 
Coach Gomelskiy also feels 
that there is growing interest 


in basketball 
in 
America. 
“There is a new epoch in Amer­ 
ica since Chamberlain, Russell, 
WeH and Robertson.” 


His 
first 
visit to America 
came shortly after Sputnik, the 
effects of which revolutionized 
the American educational sys­ 
tem. What changes in America 
has he noted from this? 


“ The 
books 
sold on 42nd 
Street in New York are much 
more frank. Also, the showgirls 
in Las Vegas wear less than 
they used to.”

U N I T E D N A T I O N S — 
<NEA)—Outside, the world 
seethes with war, prejudice 
and starvation. A land mine 
explodes under a soldier in 
Vietnam. A child starves to 
death in Biafra. Snipers are 
on duty along the Israel- 
Arab bor der . Black men 
waste about and away in the 
United States. 


Inside, however, it is busi­ 
ness as usual. 


Another plenary meeting 
of the United Nations Gen­ 
eral Assembly is about to 
convene. The purpose, as 
stated in the U. N. charter: 
to m a in t a in international 
peace and security, to de­ 
velop f r ie n d l y relations 
among nations, to solve in­ 
ternational economic, social, 
cultural and humanitarian 
problems and to promote 
fundamental human rights. 
The schedule calls for the 
gavel at 3 p.m. It is 3:30 


In the assembly chamber, 
hard by midtown Manhat­ 
tan's First Avenue, there is 
silence. T h r e e spectators 
wait on spongy blue seats in 
a darkened gallery. A secu­ 
rity guard is nearly asleep 
against a gray wall which 
rises up into a hulking, bril­ 
liant, beautiful dome. Down 
on the green-carpeted as­ 
sembly floor, row after row 
of long o a k e n tables, re­ 
served for delegates of 126 
member nations, are empty. 
A stocky Negro usher is 
putting yellow pencils on the 
tables. He says he doesn’t 
know where everybody is 
Maybe they went to a base­ 
ball game, he grins, every 
now and then they’ll do that. 
More likely, however, an­ 
other meeting is going on. 
between a few nations, thus 
holding up all nations. Meet­ 
ings are endless at the U.N. 
Last year, according to Jiri 
Nosek, a conference serv­ 


ices official, there were 2,580 
official and unofficial meet­ 
ings in the regular 13-week 
session. The general assem­ 
bly held 561 of them lasting 
l.i47 hours and 10 minutes. 


It is 4 p.m 
The Negro usher yawns. 
And gets up to double-check 
the delegates’ interpretation 
earphones. Each phone has 
five channels. The official 
U.N. languages are English. 
French, Spanish. R u s s ia n 
and Chinese. Not many of 
the delegates, the us h e r 
winks, bother to listen to any 
of them. 


Then the man straightens 
some of the U.N. Journals 
lie has placed around. The 
Journal is the daily listing 
of U.N. events It is one of 
thousands of d o c u m e n t s 
p r in t e d d a il y on U.N. 
presses. Before the end of 
this c u r r e n t session (ad­ 
journment is in December), 
more than 525 million pages 
will have been reproduced, 
using some 3.5 million tons 
of paper. 
Five o’clock.

They sit 
down directly under one of 
two enclosed balconies of in­ 
ternational television, radio 
and newsreel booths. They 
giggle and gaggle. They are 
meeting for the first time, 
which isn’t u n u s u a l ; the 
U.N. employs nearly 10,000 
people a r o u n d the world, 
more than 4,000 of them here 
in New York.

“ American democracy can be 
defined as government of the 
people most effectively heard.” 
So writes Herbert E. Alexan­ 
der, Director of the Citizens’ 
Research Foundation, Prince­ 
ton, N.J., a nonpartisan organi­ 
zation that keeps a sharp eye 
on political financing. 
In a paper entitled “ commu­ 
nications 
and 
politics: 
the 
media 
and 
the 
message,” 
prepared for a Duke University 
symposium, Alexander notes: 
“ the cost of modern communi­ 
cation is...high enough to drive 
many 
out 
of 
the 
political 
marketplace and, occasionally, 
drive some into rebellion.” 
But, 
he 
adds: 
“ through 
drama and showmanship—often 
evident in demonstrations, dis­ 
ruptions, even violence—some 
of the most politically destitute 
of the country—the poor, the 
black, the students—can attract 
attention to their claims and 
mobilize support from more 
powerful 
segments 
of 
the 
society.” 
Alexander, 
observing 
that 
more candidates are turning to 
professional campaign manage­ 
ment firm s, writes: 
“ In-depth 
attitude 
polling 
based on m arket-research tech­ 
niques and the use of compu­ 
ters are the two most popular 
recent innovations of political 
professionals. Both are impor­ 
tant tools in deciding what and 
how to communicate. 
“ Issue polling can be useful 
early 
in 
the 
campaign 
for 
deciding 
which 
issues 
the 
candidates should stress... 
“ Computers can be used to 
tell a candidate whether he has 
a chance to win an election and 
what he 
has 
to do 
to be 
successful. Computers can pin­ 
point swing areas and swing 
voters and in fact program an 
e n t i r e campaign, including 
where a candidate should go, 
how long he should stay and 
what he should do. Computers 
can be stocked with data and 
then programmed for simula­ 
tion.” 
Alexander notes that when 
the 
computer 
simulator 
is 
perfected, 
it 
could provide 
politicians with up-to-date an­ 
swers 
about 
what 
certain 
groups of people think and the 
influence of their opinions. 
“ The candidate,” he writes, 
“ could 
determine long-range 
strategy as well as hour-by- 
hour tactical decisions without 
relying on money, TV spots or 
intuition. 


Shriver says society 
'revolted' by actions 


The 
vast 
majority 
of the 
world’s activist young people 
are not revolutionaries, in the 
opinion of R. Sargent Shriver, 
but are, instead, “ revolted” by 
a society that does not practice 
what it preaches. 
Addressing about 3,500 stu­ 
dents, faculty and staff mem­ 
bers at the University of Cali­ 
fornia, Santa Barbara, as well 
as area citizens, the former 
director of the Peace Corps 
and VISTA said “ we are facing 
a new revulsion brought on, not 
by the ideals we preach, but 
by the practices we perform .” 
Shriver went on to enumerate 
society 
preaches 
peace, but 
practices war; 
preaches hon­ 
esty, 
but practices evasion, 
preaches morality, but pract­ 
ices immorality, and preach­ 
es equality but practices dis­ 
crimination. 
He further observed that the 
recurring charge of police bru­ 
tality 
“ is 
not black versus 
white, the rich versus the poor, 
the young versus the old. . .but 
a cry against 
the society that 
policemen represnt.” Concur­ 
rent charges may be directed at 
universities because “ the un­ 
iversities are no longer pur­ 
suers of the truth, but are pro­ 
testors of the system wherever 
it stands,” he continued. 
Another target of the new 
revulsion is “ clerkishness,” 
Shriver said, the tendency to 
function within a rigid frame­ 
work 
simply 
because 
it is 
established. 
“ All of us are guilty of this,” 
Shriver admitted, but our gov­ 
ernment, and perhaps our un­ 
iversities, are closest to the 
position the church was in 400 
years 
ago, 
he said, when 
clerks— not clerics— were the 
gateskeepers of heaven. Stu­ 
dents and those outside society 
are infuriated by thousands of 
Lilliputian clerks who say no 
to societal and universal pro­ 
gress, Sirver declared. 
Contending that “ we 
can 
touch the stars, we can re­ 
new the earth,” Shriver, now 
U.S. Ambassador to France, 
said the university is where 
thse two processed are weld­ 
ed together, through education. 
However, if the university is 
to forge a new generation for 
humanity, he emphasized that 
it must get involved in polit­ 
ics. And it must ask and find 
answers 
to some important

Tomorrow night is an annual fun night for the kiddies of our 
community and paradoxically, a dangerous night. 
The Lompoc Valley Safety Council is cognizant of the pre­ 
valent dangers of a Halloween night and plead with citizen 
assistance to keep it happy and safe. 
Little creatures of various shapes and sizes and assorted 
personalities will be bursting with excitement. To help them 
enjoy their night, the Safety Council offers the«e sugges­ 
tions: 
1. Motorists, beware of the over-eager tiny tots and dar­ 
ing youngsters. Mothers and fathers should review the safety 
rules of the streets and encourage them to be remembered 
and followed. 
2. Masks and costume«; should be fireproof. Look for fire­ 
proof labels when making purchases. 
3. Costume masks should have extra large holes for eyes 
and nose to provide clear vision and free breathing. 
4. Many ready-made costumes have luminous or reflec­ 


tive markings which glow in the dark. Put priority on these 
purchases. Home-made costumes can be made safe, too. 
Look for special reflective tape to put on costumes at hard­ 
ware, auto supply or variety stores. Luminous paint is not 
recommended to paint on costumes as it is flammable. 
5. Carry a flashlight or wear white clothing to make your 
presence known to motorists. 
6. Small children should be accompanied by an adult or 
older, responsible children. 
7. Parents should encourage their children not to eat 
collected treats until they return home r- especially those 
treats which have not been commercially purchased and 
which are unwrapped. 


Let us all heed these suggestions offered by the Lompoc 
Valley Safety Council — that’s their business, safety, and 
that, we are sure is what we all want, a safe but fun- 
filled Halloween night. 
Must it happen again? 


A young, playful, adventuresome boy dies in a tragic ac­ 
cident along the Santa Ynez Riverbank and the community 
is saddened. 
How can it be prevented from happening again9 This is 
the first question asked following the shock of the tragedy. 
It is not an easy question to answer. Without thinking, 
blame immediately is placed on public officials, public de­ 
partments, law officials and the like. 
The blame must be shared. 
There is no doubt that the area in which the tragedy oc­ 
curred is now an extremely attractive nuisance for the young, 
playful, adventuresome child. Hundreds of discarded automo­ 
bile tires are employed as a revetment to future erosion 
of the bank. The bank itself is inviting for digging that cave 
the young always want to dig. 
Our public officials are conscious of the attractive

Warning signs have been placed of the dangers of a fall­ 
ing and eroded riverbank. The signs are destroyed as fast 
as they are put up. Sheriff deputies and city patrols have 
chased youngsters from the area, repeatedly, andwith strong 
warnings of the dangers. The youngsters return as soon as 
it is evident a patrol is not present. Cutting the river­ 
bank to a slope would destroy private property and still not 
guarantee a solution to the problem. 


Parents, all parents, must be made aware of this poten­ 
tial danger. Parents, particularly in the area, must take 
the responsibility of explaining the danger of the river­ 
bank and be aware of the whereabouts of their children. 
Meanwhile, responsible officials w ill continue to do all 
that they can to see that such a tragedy is never repeated.

President Truman used to complain 
about his difficulties in managing the 
men he inherited from President Roose­ 
velt’s long tenure. 
President Kennedy, in private talks 
with friends, had the same laments 
about his inability to get orders carried 
out. (In desperation, he made wide use 
of the telephone and jumped channels to 
talk directly to the men he wanted to 
act, bypassing superiors with an abandon 
that set off silent but effective revolts 
within major departments of govern­ 
ment.)

completely. 
He handled

programs directly or with task forces 
controlled tightly by men he trusted. 
So Nixon's problems are not new, 


His tribulations rather are a matter 
of degree. But in their intensity they 
seem more serious, say, than those of 
Kennedy. 
Down 
the 
years, 
for example, in­ 
dividual bureaucrats have 
formed al­ 
liances with congressmen or congress­ 
ional groups to get laws passed, sums 
voted or pressures brought to bear in 
contravention of what the administra­ 
tion in power desired. 


This goes on in all administrations. 
But when a president lacks a majority 
in 
Congress, as 
Nixon does, 
these 
alliances between bureaucrats and con­ 
gressmen become stronger. There is a 
constant stream of men from this de­ 
partment and that agency privately feed­ 
ing material to sympathetic congress­ 
men on the quiet. 


Nixon’s problems have been unique, 
in part, because of his own approach 
to patronage, partly dictated, it is be­ 
lieved, by a desire not to offend the 
Democratic majority in Congress. 
In any event, for whatever reason, 
Nixon appointed his cabinet members 
and agency heads, then left personnel 
appointements largely to them. 
But Nixon’s new department and agency 
chiefs, once appointed, had no time to 
act. They were immediately beseiged 
by a multitude of crises that have oc­ 
cupied all their time in these nine 
months.

Then Beattie complicated the is­ 
sue by suggesting that the district give 
the car back free of charge. 
As it now stands the district w ill re­ 
turn the car for $2. The trustees noted 
that the club could resell the car by 
advertising for sealed bids. The car 
w ill probably bring something less than 
$100 on the open market. 
The whole debate 
is a good illustra­ 
tion of Beattie’s concern for young peo­ 
ple and the persistence of his efforts 
to help educate them.

Confidence factor 
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President Nixon has an immense stake 
in the stock market. No administration 
in history has ever been re-elected in a 
bear 
market. And today’s market is 
amazingly 
more important to him, to 
all of us, and to the coun’ry, than the 
mere clatter of its tirk^is. 
The importance 
starts, 
of course, 
with the confidence 
factor. The stock 
market is undeniably 
an element in this, and 
the confidence factor, 
in 
turn, 
can be de­ 
cisive 
in the expan- 
of prosperity, 
payrolls, 
the

debt 
retirement and 
the 
whole 
virtuous 
circle 
of 
expansion 
or the vicious circle of doubt and con­ 
traction 
are involved in the confidence 
factor. 
But that is only the beginning. 
On 
October 29, 1929, 
Variety pub­ 
lished 
its 
immortal 
headline: "W all 
Street Lays An Egg.’’ But only a million 
Americans then had a direct interest in 
stocks. Today the number exceeds 25 
million. Another 82 million have an in­ 
direct interest in the stock 
markets. 
This exceeds the working population by 
29 million. Then there are the institu­ 
tions. For example, 
Harvard Univer­ 
sity owns 
275,000 
shares of General 
Motors. Also, pension funds of private 
industry 
cover 
30 million people. 
Companies 
likewise 
have 
about 
77,000 
deferred profit - sharing plans 
covering at least 6 million corporation 
employes. Their trust funds exceed $20 
billion. New plans approved for com­ 
panies within 
the past year 
alone to­ 
talled 10,864. 
In human 
terms, take a look at the 
instance of 2,184 
Sears, Roebuck em­ 
ployes who retired last year. Those with 
25-30 
years service 
each took out an 
average of more than $100,000 in cash, 
Sears 
stock, or a combination of both. 
Their average contribution to the stock 
plan was only $6,015. One truck driver 
with 
exceedingly long service retired 
with $289,000. His own contribution was 
$5,928. 
Harvard 
is the most richly endowed 
university in the world. Its investment 
fund now exceeds $1 billion. However, a 
mere 9 per cent of 
397 
liberal arts 
institutions hold 
83 per cent of the en­ 
dowment 
money. Out of a total $12 bil­ 
lion only 
19 universities have availa­ 
ble the income from $100 million 
or 
more. And all are 
tragically pinched 
to meet 
increased operating and ex­ 
pansion costs. 
Even Yale, the world's third most rich­ 
ly endowed university, has been forced 
to spend some of its endowment princi­ 
pal. And Harvard itself made the grade 
last year only by deriving a full 37 
per cent of its income from government 
sources, which is a shattering revela­ 
tion on the face of it. 
The indicated hope for survival is the 
endowments’ 
purchase 
of 
common 
stocks. A U.S. Office of Education sur­ 
vey of 135 
institutions finds that their 
portfolios 
now average 54 per cent in 
common stocks 
compared to 
38 per 
cent in 1950. 
Some show as high as 80 
per cent, which seems the ceiling, and 
IBM is the largest holding, followed by 
General Motors and Standard Oil of 
New Jersey. 
Meanwhile, the Univer­ 
sity of Rochester has increased its en­ 
dowment fund’s market value from $81 
million to $346 million (chiefly through 
shares in Rochester - based Eastman 
Kodak and Xerox) 
and made itself the 
fifth 
wealthiest 
university in the 
country today. 
A Boston Fund survey, in turn, finds 
that the average market yield among 
major 
university endowment funds is 
only 3.8 per cent — about 
25 per cent 
less income than if the trustees had just 
left the money in a savings bank. But, 
faced by inflation, 
fund trustees 
are 
Clearly subordinating 
income from the 
money to a goal of capital gains. 
This 
thinking 
likewise 
dominates 
most 
mutual 
funds. 
And, indicating 
how immense the stake is in these, the 
funds now account for more than half 
of all the volume on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
The educational endowments’ average 
turnover rate of their portfolios runs 
about 5.5 per cent a year. Emphasizing 


stocks’ 
"perform ance" 
rather 
than 
stability and income, mutual funds are 
not buying and selling stocks at a year­ 
ly turnover rate of about 
40 per cent 
of their portfolios. 
That’s more than 
double the 
rate as recently as 1964. 
This shows up not only in today’s im­ 
mense 
trading volume but also, alas, 
in the sudden bangs, up and down, that 


hit 
individual stocks, curl the hair of 
many an investor, and are causing grow­ 
ing criticism 
by the Security and Ex­ 
change Commission. For the market 
as a whole is too vital to the country 
not to need wise and vigorous policing.
